British at the iHlnden-burg line last 
night and early today. 


Near Bullecourt, where the 
main 


Hindenburg line has been pierced, a 
further successful thrust was made 
by General Haig's troops. 
This was 


pushed home and the objective gain- 
ed, despite the desperate efforts which 
have been made during the last- few 
days to compel the British to relax 
their unceasing pressure upon this vi- 
tal spot. 
Further north beyond the Scarpe 
and along the Arras-Cambrai 
road, 
ground also was gained. The purpose 
of the attack, was completely attained, 
the London 
official 
statement .says. 
The German concentrations of men 
and guns here has evidently not been 
able to prevent General Haig pressing 
ahead when he was ready toward the 


I Drocourt Queant, which is part of the 
Hindenburg line protecting Denial, one 
of the chief nerve centers of the Ger- 
man front in northern France. 
Several hundred prisoners were tak- 
en by the British in these operations, 
which the official report characterizes 
as "very successful." 
On the Aisne and Champagne front 
the French are keeping, up a destruct- 
ive artillery fire and harrying the Ger- 
mans by outpost attacks. 
Less ener- 
gy is being displayed by the German 
artillery along the line held by the 
French, the only exception being the

Live bait, plug or a spoon with a buck:

lure for him. Use your bait-casting 
rod with a trolling tip to add strength 
and reel out about a hundred feet of 
line. 
Don't make the common mis- 


take of moving the boat too speedily; 
just go along fast enough to keep the 
bait moving, about one and a half miles 
an hour is right. 
When you get a 


strike you will notice the difference 
between the action of a bass and a 
wall-eyed pike. The pike will give a 
firm and decided tug at the line, he 
wHl not dash away with the bait, right 
then is the time to strike with a 
strong, quick }erk, as the large amount 
of line out makes this necessary. 
Buck, if that Trail-eye is a ten or fif- 
teen pounder, you are due to have as 
game a piece of. "fish, work" on your 
hands as you could, wish.for.

pound wall-eyed plkey and the way this 
happened illustrates the fact that one 
must study the action of the different 
flab, especially the manner in which. 
thoy take bait. It -was one of the hot- 
test days in July when Charley and I 
were crossing Black lake in northern 
"Wisconsin,. so hot, in. . fact, that I 
only put a. line out after old Henry 
the local fishing expert insisted that 
he hated to waste a minute on the 
'water. We -were in about thirty feet 
of -water when my reel began to «ing, 
there was no other action, arid after 
striking, Hen paddled hack, thinking 
I was snagged. Charley ran his hand 
along the line and gave it a Jerk to 
loosen It, and^rlsnt then things sure 
opened up. Splash out of the water, at 
the sidfe of the canoe, flashed the pike, 
and down again .to the bottom. 
It 


was some sport with a light rod, a ten- 
pound test bass lino, and a. husky 
wall-eye. Three times,I brought him 
up to the canoe, fighting back and 
forth without any.long runs, but a 
continuous bunch of snappy jerks fol- 
lowed by dives to the bottom, before 
Hen could gaff him.

"The success of the British around

"We have 
been awaiting the return of this dis- 
trict for a long time, and have pre- 
pared all our measures so that there 
shall be no more delay than necessary. 
The mines of Lens produce 4,000,000 
tons of coal and 1,000 000 tons of coke 
yearly, but it is doubtful if this pro- 
duction can be reached again (within 
two years. 
"Some of the shafts may be put in 
working order in a few months, how- 
ever. 
The assistance of the 
UnitP'! 
States will be a matter of vital import- 
ance to us in this work, for the Amer- 
icans can furnish us" quickly with the
